CHINESE HELP 
BRITISH HOLD 
LINE IN BURMA 


New Delhi, India, March 28 (AP) 


—British headquarters declared to- 
day the situation on the Toungoo

Their ship, which will not be iden- 


tified for 30 days, docked in New 
York on Monday to discharge its 
cargo ol refugees who were outward- 
ly jubilant although there was a 
depressing undertone as some re- 
lated tales of hardship, suffering and 
bombings and of abandoned homes.

nary here, made the 33-day voyage 
from his mission post at Guntur 
section, India, with his wife, the 
former Matilda Anderson, of Al- 
toona, and five of their seven chil- 
dren: Paul Anderson, aged 16; Ruth 
Eleanor, 15; Luther Walter, Jr., 13; 
Anna Arline, 10, and William Ed- 
ward, three.

REDS SQUEEZE 


BOCHE TROOPS 
IN ARCTIC ZONE 


Moscow, March 28 CAP)—Pres- 


sure by Russian landing parties 
from Arctic beachheads behind the 
left invasion flank, combined with 
Soviet sea and air attacks, was 
reported today to be making the 
position of the German Alpine Army 
before Murmansk extremely diffi- 
cult. 


Lieut. Gen. Eduard Dietl, 51-year- 


old Bavarian whom Adolf Hitler 
decorated for his defense of Narvik 
in 1940, was identified by the Army 
newspaper Red Star as the enemy 
commander. 


"Now 
Dietl has been forced on 


the defensive and his Austrians 
(mountaineer 
troops) are being 


steadily pressed," it said. 


The surprise landing of a Rus- 


sian seaborne force on Axis-oc- 
cupied soil of the Murmansk coast, 
designed both to clear Allied supply 
lines and imperil the invaders from 
the rear, was announced last night. 
The operation, however, apparently 
was initiated some time ago, with 
Red ships and planes in full sup- 
port. 


Submarine operations connected 


with the Russian troop movement 
was said to have cost the Germans 
at least 10 transports and a Red 
Star dispatch said hydroplanes and 
dive-bombers recently sank a-Ger- 
man destroyer and damaged an- 
other which attacked Soviet fishing 
boats.

NAZIS CLAIM 
INVASION MOVE 


WAS CRUSHED 


[By the Associated Press] 


A spectacular British sea-borne 


attempt to wreck the port of St. 
Nazaire on the French coast, key 
base for Germany's U-boat offensive 
in the battle of the Atlantic, was de- 
clared by the German high com- 
mand today to have been crushed 
with "high bloody losses" and the 
capture of 100 prisoners. 


In a special bulletin, the Nazi 


high command acknowledged that 
the British succeeded in landing 
troops in the attack last night but 
asserted they were routed in an at- 
tempt to storm tile big St. Nazaire 
shipyard and to penetrate the town 
itself. 
The communique said a former 


American destroyer, laden with ex- 
plosive, blew up under the fire of 
German 
shore batteries as the 


British sought to ram it against the 
gates of the tiarbor locks in an at- 
tempt to destroy them. 


Germans Boast 


"The mass of enemy motor tor- 


pedoboats and assault boats was 
also destroyed or heavily damaged 
by artillery," the communique de- 
clared, listing one destroyer, nine 
torpedoboats and four other vessels 
as sunk. 


(The British confirmed that there 


was such an action—"a small raid" 
—but withheld details pending re- 
turn of the raiders.) 


The German radio declared that 


"after this costly experiment the 
drawing room strategists of London 
will convince themselves of the 
hopelessness of such enterprises.

Joe Louis, Soldier And Champion, Retains Title By Knocking Out Abe Simon 


CHALLENGERIS 
GAME; FLOORED 
IN 2ND AND 5TH

New York, March 28' (AP)—Mas- 


sive Abe Simon and his mite ol a 
pilot, Jimmy Johnston, still were; 
prattling about the injustice of it all 
today, but the Army Emergency 
Belief Fund heavyweight champion- 
ship bout at Madison Square Gar- 
den last night goes down in the 
records as a knockout victory for 
Joe Louis in 16 seconds of the sixth 
round. 


Not that there was even one 


rugged individualist in the crowd 
of 18,220 fans who expected a dif- 
ferent ending. The fans, who contrib- 
uted a gross gate of $132,430.41, 
knew that eventually Abe's lumpy 
torso would be stretched out on the 
soiled canvas. 


Simon Protests 


The champion, donating his entire 


purse for the second time, reduced 
the great mass of a man to a great 
mess of a man in six rounds. But 
when the end did come, Abe was 
not stretched out. He painfully was 
hoisting himself erect at the count 
of 10, and he and Johnston vehe- 
mently claim Abe beat the count. 
It probably made no difference. Abe 
was a beaten man. 


He had gone down twice before, 


the bell stopping the count each 
time. In the second round he top- 
pled for a count of two. 


The end of the fifth found Simon 


seated placidly in his own corner, 
resin dust accumulating on the seat 
of his pants. The count reached six 
before his emergency squad could 
clamber up the steps to hoist him 
high enough to shove a stool under 
him. 


Takes Pnnishment 


Abe had his moments, though. As 


early as the first round he with- 
stood as heavy a bombardment as 
the champion of champions could 
muster. He didn't go down, and as 
the bell clanged to start the second 
round he grinned affably at the 
referee, with a prodigious wink. 


He kept boring in, so awkward he 


positively was clever, and the ever- 
patient Louis waited for a chance 
to crash through those big arms. 


He finally caught Abe late in the 


round, crashing rights and lefts off 
the lantern jaw until Abe just crum- 
pled. 
< It seems impossible that the giant 
could come out for the third round, 
but he not only came out, he won 
an edge in it, as well as in the 
fourth, although the third was taken 
from him because of an accidental 
low blow. 


Louis got the range again in. tlie 


fifth, and the knockdown just be- 
fore the bell was the prelude to the 
finale. Louis just walked out to start 
the sixth, swung a left hook and a 
crushing right, and Abe went down. 
He crawled to the ropes, and Referee 
Eddie Josephs ruled the giant- still 
was down at 10. 


Abe wandered disconsolately about 


the ring voicing protests, and John- 
ston is threatening to demand that 
Josephs' license be revoked when 
the commission meets next Tuesday. 


It was Louis' 21st title defense, 


and his weight was his heaviest— 
207',;-. Simon touched 255U. In an ^.„„_„„„ _ 
earlier meeting Simon went out in j n iis-Austraija 
the 13th round. 


Private Louis is resting today. 


Monday he will be back at Camp

While writing of the Bourns 


(Burns) family it is interesting to 
note that Archibald (1) Bourns, the 
father of James (2) and John (2), 
was a brother of William Burness, 
the father of that great Scottish 
poet Robert Burns. This relation- 
ship would make John (2) Bourns 
a first cousin of the Immortal bard. 


John (2) Bourns was married to 


Esther, a daughter of Jeremy Mor- 
row, grandfather of one of the early 
governors of Ohio. In 1773 John 
(2) Bourns and his young wife 
moved to what is now Franklin 
county and selected a site on the 
banks of the east branch of Antie- 
tam creek for their home. Here he 
built first of all a house, then a 
blacksmith shop and after that a 
sawmill. With these tasks complet- 
ed he was ready to earn his living 
and rear a family. 


John (2) Bourns must have been 


a magnificent character. His indus- 
try, his versatility, his esteem of 
education and his strict adherence 
to the Coveneter Presbyterian church 
were traits held in common with 
all the early Scotch immigrants, but 
evidently John (2) possessed them 
to a rather unusual degree. Like all 
the other settlers of his race he 
made the Revolutionary cause his 
own and supported it enthusiastic- 
ally. 


With his Scotch perspicity he 


reasoned that what the American 


was soon recognized and he was de- 
tached from active service and de- 
tailed to repair gun locks and moke 
bayonets. 
When the Devolution had ended 


with victory for the Continental 
Army John Bourns returned to his 
work in the blacksmith shop and 
sawmill. He was a useful citizen 
serving for a long time as a magis- 
trate and as a leader in his neigh- 
borhood. 


John Bourns died April 20, 1802, 


and was buried in a private grave- 
vard not far from the banks of the 
Antietam, on the Willow Glen farm, 
about two miles southwest of his 
home. He was buried by the side 
of his wife, Esther (Morrow) Bourns, 
who had died June 8, 1897. Others \ 
of their family are also buried there, 
completely filling the small burial 
plot, except for two unmarked 
graves which contain the remains of 
the two Renfrew sisters, who were 
murdered by the Indians as they did 
the family washing at their home 
just a short distance away, across 
the creek.

Not the Whole Story 


Recapping the tires isn't the whole 


story of meeting your rubber prob- 
lem. 
A lot of tires that are taken 


off for recapping are found to be 
wearing too rapidly because of mis- ( 
alignment of the wheels. When you [ 
ire all set with new treads, there- 
fore, be sure to have an alignment | 
chwl:-up. This ".hould include in- j 
spoctlon to see that the rear wheels 
die tracking the front ones prop- 
erly. 


Now Is the Time 


This year more than ever it will 


be necessary to start the springtime 
servicing early and keep it more or 
less continuous. Seldom does any 
car receive all the tuning up it really 
requires which is the reason that so i 
many cars go into the warm weather 
season without having completely 
shaken off the scars of winter. 
Right now I'd suggest the following: 


Dram off the anti-freeze 
and 


guard against a freeze-up by keep- 
ing the car inside as much as possi- 
ble until danger of a low reading 
thermometer is safely passed. Save 
the anti-freeze this year because 
maybe you won't be able to get any 
at all next year. 


Recheck all the lubricant in the 


transmission and rear end. Don't 
change to summer grade as yet, but 
maybe these two vital parts will be 
found very much in need of ad- 
ditions. 


Tune up the ignition system. 


Don't wait for some day when you 
plan to have a lot of other things 
done to the car. This is a time of 
year when efficiency is at low ebb. 
Boost it materially by having igni- 
rion and timing right up to snuff. 


The Motor Primer 


'The universal joints give so little 
trouble these days many drivers 
don't even stop to find out what pur- 
pose is served by these hard work- 
ing,"units which are at the front 
and rear end of the propeller shaft 
on most cars. Joints are necessary 
because the rear end must be free 
to rise and fall when the rear 
wheels adjust themselves to the ups 
and downs of the road. Universal 
joints, in principle, are merely 
simple devices for permitting me- 
chanical power to go around corners. 
They permit the propeller shaft to 
move at various angles to the trans- 
mission shaft, and the pinion gear, i 
Naturally the umversais must be 
well made bearings and properly 
lubricated. 
, 


Aside from seeing that they are 


lubricated, or repacked after con- 
siderable service if of the more or 
less seafed type, the best thing you 


can do to spare them unnecessary 
wear is to handle the clutch care- 
fully and avoid sending motor power 
too quickly to the rear wheels. 


Mechanic Joe Speaking: 


"How an engine stops, when it 


fails, usually is the clue to what ails 
it. If the stop is sudden the chances 
are ten to one that ignition is the 
answer 
But when the firing be- 


comes weaker slowly you can place 
your bets on carburetion. Fuel i~» 
hnviiiR trouble rcnrliliu? the cylin- 
ders. 


"Gasoline trouble will also be 


likely to add a few backfires—just 
mild popping back through the in- 
take as mixture becomes much too 
I°an. Now and again a loose wire or 
i bad connection will provide some- 
thing akin to a failing fuel supply 
without the backfiring." 


Is That Your Tire? 


I have not been impressed with 


the plan of relying on records of tire 
numbers, as a means of providing 
positive identification in event of 
catching up with a stolen tire. That 
never was a sure-fire method in the 
days when cars were stolen in great 
numbers. 
Better plan is to use 


secret identification marks. Maybe 
you remember scratching 
your 


initials on the battery or putting 


i punch marks on the frame in the 


i old days. 
One owner tacked 'his 


(personal visiting card underneath 


I the rear seat cushion and gave a 
thief quite a surprise when the police 
checked over the recovered car. I 
am not sure what secret marks you 
can make on your tires but you 
should be ingenious enough to figure 
out something. Inside the casing 
provides a good field for markings. 


After a Ring Job 


Going to have a ring job? If you 


do, be sure that the carburetor mix- 
ture is re-checked after the work is 
done. It will be too rich. You may 
need this richer mixture for break- 
ing in the new rings, which should 
be done with the engine running at a 
moderate speed while the car is 
standing. But after several hours of 
this break-in go to a leaner mixture 
so that there will be less raw gaso- 
line to wash oil off the cylinder 
walls. Be sure the automatic choke 
is working properly, otherwise there 
will be a tendency toward over- 
choking.

Spark plug wear is very 
definite, and these owners should 
know why. 


noise: There arc "shoulders" on the 
cylinder walls caused by ring travel.
